Wins Nobel Prize 


From. our Own Correspondent 


New YorK 


A . 4l-year-old American Jewish. 


scientist, Dr. Arthur Kornberg, is one 
of the two winners of this year’s 
Nobel Prize for Medicine. 
Kornberg, who’ is Professor of Bio- 
chemistry at Stanford University, 
California, gets the award for dis- 
coveries which throw new light on 
the basic chemistry of heredity and 
His discoveries 
are considered as a major step for- 
Ward in the study of cancer. 


The parents of Dr. Kornberg were 
poor immigrants from Galicia who 
‘truggled’ to make a living in the 
sweatshops of New York. Accord- 
ing to his brother and sister, who 
live in Brooklyn, Dr. Kornberg was 
4 source of aaches for his parents 
throughout their lives, Even as a 
small child he had shown signs. of 
fenius and had been known in the 
neighbourhood as “gaon.” Older 
members of the tiny Brooklyn syna- 
fogue which the Kornbergs attended 
remember his barmitzvah—at. which 
he delivered a derasha in Yiddish. 

He finished school a year earlier 
than usual, winning all 
prizes, even though he had to work 
in & sweet shop in the evenings to 
help his family. The shop, inciden- 
tally, was owned by Dr. Kornberg’s 
future mother-in-law, though he did 
hot meet Sylvia Levy, who was to 
ecome his wife, until a few years 
later when they were both students

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SEARCH FOR HAPPINESS_ 


Vanity of vanities, said Koheleth, 
all is vanity. 


HAT, in brief, life’s 
experience as summarised by 


the royal philosopher of the 
Book of Ecclesiastes, whose words 
we shall read on Shemini Atzeret. 
There is good reason for reading 
this book at the end of the festive 
season, for it poses an important 
What is to be the pur- 
pose of our lives-during the year 


that his just .begun ? How shall 


we achieve the happiness for 
which we have prayed in the 
solemn. season? How shall we 
gain the feeling that life is worth- 
while amid the frustrations of our 
daily existence ? 

If we read Koheleth, we see how 
he tried to find the answer. He 
sought it in the pursuit of wisdom 
but it failed him. Wisdom only 
brought him fresh perplexities, for 
it made him increasingly aware of 
the anomalies of society, the evils 
and injustices that abound in life. 


DEEPER ‘insight only made him 


more conscious of the painful 
‘contrast between life.as it ought to 


from wisdom he turned to the pur- 


suit. of pleasure, providing himself. - 


with all the enjoyments that a king 


could command. Yet this path, too, - 


he found to be futile, a weariness 
of the flesh and the spirit. Nor did 
he find any greater satisfaction in 


the storing up of. wealth, for he . 


saw that riches often bring nothing 
but care and anxiety; a man 
might labour all-his life to amass 
a fortune,.and then leave it to heirs 
who knew not how to make good 
use of it. That, too, was vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 

And yet of all his experiences, 
the message that Koheleth brings 
is not one of confirmed pessimism. 
Out of the forest of doubts and 
disappointments, there emerges the 
healthy conviction: “Therefore | 
perceive that there is 
better than, that man_ should 
rejoice in his own | works, for that 
is his portion.” The reason for 
his morbid denunciation of 


- value in life was due to the fact 


that he had sought only personal 
satisfaction. But happiness is not 
an end to be pursued as a definite 
goal; it is the by-product of real 
values. pursued in the work that 
each one of us Is called upon to 
do, to our own satisfaction and 
that of others: Man must realise 
that his fulfilment lies outside him- 
self, in the service of a higher ideal.

The 
time-killing that goes by the name 
of pleasure; the search for the 
get-rich-quick formula; the modi- 
cum of jll-digested information 
that is so happily accepted as a 
satisfactory standard. of education : 
the questionable morals that are 
propagated by the books, periodi- 
cals, films, and other sources of 
public information, the cheap com- 
mercialism that invades even 
tural activities; the aggressive 
excitation that prevails In every- 
thing that reaches the eyes and ear 
of our children. 

Our generation finds jtsel/ 
Straining after pleasure and hap. 
piness as the supreme and ultim- 
ate values, but cannot understand 
why the result should. so 
dissatisfying and disappointing, and 
the emptiness of such living evokes 
the despairing cry: “ All is vanity.”

“NO POLISH JEW GOES 


HUNGRY”

| GENEVA 
Gratification at the fact that none 
of Poland’s 40,000 Jews goes hungry 
or'shelterless has been expressed here 
by Mr. Charles H. Jordan, Director- 
General of the American Joint 


Distribution Committee, when he 
returned from a ten- day tour of the 


country. 

“Conditions today are in marked 
contrast to what we found when we 
resumed welfare operation in Poland 


exactly two years ago,” Mr. Jordan 


said. “We came into the country 
primarily to meet the needs of the 
‘housands of Jews repatriated from 
Russia. We found, however, that 
large segments of the settled Jewish 
population—the aged, the invalids, 
the unemployable—and: their fami- 
fies—were not eligible for relief 
under existing welfare programmes or 
received a grant insufficient to meet 
tn needs. 
‘The programme we set in motion 
served 27.000 men; women, and 
hildren:. This past year we provided 
them with emergency relief, housing 
istance, cash grants, food, medical 
ai ssist nce, vocational training through 
supplied 
help for the aged, and supported a 
summer. camp programme for 
children.”

SEARCH FOR EICHMANN 


Kuwait Rumour Discounted

STUTTGART 

Israeli reports that Adolf Eichmann, 
former head of the “Jewish Depart- 
ment” of the Gestapo, is thought to 
be in the Shiekdom of Kuwait, have 
caused surprise and some annoyance 
at the Central Agency for the Investi- 
gation of Nazi Crimes here. 

A spokesman of the Agency said 
that the Haifa Documentation Centre 
had submitted no evidence to substan- 
tiate its allegation. Similar rumours 


of Eichmann’s whereabouts had been 


spread on a number of occasions in 
recent years. Moreover, reports of this 
nature could only serve to put ex-Nazi 
war criminals on their guard and 
hinder investigations being carried out. 

The Federal Ministry of Justice at 


Bonn has issued a statement regret- . 


ting the “sensational reports” of 
Eichmann’s alleged presence in 
Kuwait, for the same reason advanced 
by the Agency. 

At a meeting of Ministers of Justice 
of the Federal Laender in Hamburg 
last week it was disclosed that the 
Central Agency for the Investigation 
of Nazi Crimes had been: considering 
the cases of 395 former war criminals 
and had completed their inv estigations 


In about half the cases under review. 
It was also stated that-the Frankfort . 
public prosecutor has been. provided . 


by the Central Agency with the fullest 
documentary material of Eichmann’s

he is said to have stated that “ 
would leap into his grave laughing 
because the feeling that he had five 
million Jewish people on his 
conscience would be for him a source 
of extraordinary satisfaction.” 

Quoting this statement in his. book, 
“The Final Solution,” Gerald Reit- 
linger estimates that Eichmann was 
directly responsible for the death of 
less than one million Jews. He was 
cunning enough to shun publicity. and 
to take shelter behind his superiors, 
Hevdrich. Kaltenbrunner, and others. 


False Papers: 


In . February, . 1945, °. Eichmann, 
according to Reitlinger, told his ‘friend, 
Dieter Wisliceny, that he. had pro- 
cured false papers for. his family and 
that he personally was going to hide 
in the mountains until “the forth- 
coming war between East and: West.” 

Eichmann had a_evaried. career 
before his appointment, with the rank 
of ‘Lieutenant-Colonel. as head of the 
lewish Investigation Department of 


the Gestapo in Berlin in .1941. the: 
headquarters directing “the. Final 


Solution” forthe liquidat ion of Jews. 
While. working ‘in the Nazi Security 
Office in Berlin, he became interested 
in’ Zionist. documents, and acquired

war. The Jewish community in 
Biro-Bidjan is estimated to number 
today between 40,000 and 50,000. 


Old-Age Pensions 


Soviet. society consists almost 
exclusively of workers, peasants, 
and the intelligentsia—and all aré, 
of course, engaged in State enter- 


prises and Government institutions. 


If one deducts an. estimated 
250,000-300,000 aged over 60 who 
are receiving old-age monthly 
pensions of about 400 roubles (28 
roubles are given to tourists for 


‘a pound sterling), the gainfully 


employed Jewish population © is 
engaged in industry, in State shops, 
in science, the teaching profession, 
and.so on. 


Shortly before the outbreak of 


the war Soviet statistics gave the 


number of Jews employed in indus- 
tries, construction works, and other 
manual jobs, including tailoring, 
in. which there are a large, number 
of. Jewish workers, as being over 


700,000. The. number gainfully 
employed the non-manual 
occupations was then. somewhat 


higher. Those in agriculture were 


just over 220,000, cultivating an 


area of about 1,500,000 acres of 
land. « This included the Jewish 


colonies in the. Crimea.and_ the. 
collectives in Biro-Bidjan... Out of 


every 100 Jews living in the Sovict 
Union in 1939, .70 were workers 
and employees of State institutions, 
20 were artisans, and six agricul- 
turists. This percentage has shifted 
considerably. Their number in 


agriculture has greatly declined, the - 


colonies in the Crimea have. dis- 
appeared, while the numbers. in 
non-manual occupations have 
increased and are increasing. | 

All Russians approached on the 
subject of Jewish occupations 
point,. like Premier’ Khruschev 
himself, perhaps more with a sense 
of envy than appreciation, to their 
large numbers in science. At least 
30,000 Jewish scientists, far out of 
proportion to their position as a 
minority, aré now playing an out- 


~ standing réle in the great technical 


achievements of their... country. 
Although few..new appointments 
have been made recently, there are 
hundreds Jewish professors, 
scientists, chemists, ‘and. technolo- 
gists busily efigaged in the planning 
and fulfilment of the seven-year 
plan, known ‘as SYP,. at salaries 
ranging from.

When political foe as well 
as personal friend speak thus of 
“Winnie” “Ike”. and,  per- 
haps, .of “Clem,” we may. be sure 
that the acerbities of conflicting 
tempered by 
understanding of sincerity and by 
appreciation of character — and 
ability: in. public -affairs. _So it is 
that the once turbulent proletarian, 
Emanuel Shinwell, the fiery agitator 
become Elder Statesman, is now the 
universally esteemed Right Honour- 
able. Manny,”. several... times 
Cabinet Minister and Member of 
Her Majesty's Privy. Council. 
In this. the beginning of his 76th 
vear, “Manny ”.-Shinwell.has, in 
a sense, returned to the fold of. the 


Jewish people, who welcome .him:. 


as a ‘stalwart supporter ‘of their 
cause and a devout admirer of their 
achievement of nationhood in 
Israel. We see in him now, in 
Jewish ‘circles and on ‘Jewish plat- 
‘forms, the qualities which have 
endeared him to the great masses 
the British people, and. far 
beyond, as a great. democratic 
leader and: champion of: the rights 
of the “common man” and of his 
aspirations for.a better life of con- 
tentment and . peace.

He ‘speaks: to’ the’ people as a 
man. of the people, as ‘one who, 
from -personal experience of want 
hardship and struggle, feels 
with them. and knows. their needs 
and problems. He speaks to. the 
élite and the sophisticated. with 
the wisdom and the authority of 
statesmanship. In all cases, on the 
hustings as at the conference table,

He speaks of 
himself as Londoner born 
almost within the sound of Bow 
Bells” of a Polish father and a 
Dutch-descended mother. “ Proud 
of my heritage as a Londoner,” he 
writes, “this maybe ‘will excuse my 
behaviour in boxing the ears of a 


Tory Member of. Parliament when 


he invited me to go back to 
Poland:’ The remark which 
aroused Shinwell’s reaction was: 
“Go back to Poland, you Polish 
Jew 1” 


When the Shinwell family. lived | 


in Glasgow “ Manny:’-went to the 
Adelphi Terrace elementary. school, 


and as a young bridegroom he lived 
in the not too opulent district of 
Govanhill. The youthful Emanuel 
was regarded by the Jewish com- 
munity of the time as something 
of a “no-good,” for, while other 
Shinwells took part in our Jewish 
life, he not only refrained from 
contact with the community but 
was a declared “Socialist,” which 
meant, in those days, being-almost 
beyond the pale, especially of Jews.

These were the early days of the 
Zionist Movement, when _ the 
Anglo-Jewish

and the State of Israel. It is cer- 
tainly true that, unlike one former 
Jewish Cabinet _ Minister, he. did 
nothing to. oppose or to obstruct 
the Jewish National Home. 

In his autobiography Shinwell 
indicates that he did not always see 
eye to’eye with Ernest Bevin who, 
he says, “was unfortunate in his 
negotiations over Palestine ... . and 
this embittered him: so that some of 
his utterances had the flavour of 
antisemitism.” Perhaps Shinwell’s 


Jewish reawakening derives. from 


this period, so painful to the Jews 
and the Zionist movement; in any 
casé, this warm-hearted, . genial,

THE POETRY OF 
OBSERVANCE 


THE. Festival of the Rejoicing of 
the Law marks the completion of 
the many and varied religious cele- 
brations of the past three weeks. 
Yet this occasion of popular jubila- 
tion was not commanded by the 
Mosaic Law and was inaugurated 
Ages. Its acceptance into the 
religious calendar, together with its 
later development and widespread 
appeal, is of great significance, 
Evidently Jewish tradition has not 
been averse in the past from adopt- 
ing new forms of religious expres- 
sion. when the need arose. The 
distinctive feature of Simchat Torah 
has been that it was not imposed by 
religious authority. but gave utter- 
ance. to the natural whole- 
hearted eniotions felt by everyday 
folk in their spiritual life. Nothing 
sanctimonious ., Or hypocritical 
attached to its celebration, because 
it so finely embodied the 
‘taneous feelings of joy with which 
all sections -of Jewry. acclaimed 
their religious heritage.

THOUGH forecasis. of

the General Elections have turned

Nasser’s anti-British frenzy has in 
no. way been mitigated. . Cairo’s ' 
“Voice of the Arabs” Radio daily 
incites Somalis, Omanis, 
Hadramis..to assassinate British 
officials and officers, and to attack 
British troops and installations. 
Nasser has in no way mitigated 
his avowed plan of ridding Africa 
and Asia of the last vestiges of 
British influence. | 
These. considerations © cannot 
honestly be ignored merely because 
Nasser at this moment.is embroiled 
in a quarrel with another Soviet 
protege, General. Kassem, of Iraq, 
and therefore finds it convenient 
to. denounce Arab Communists— 
without impinging, so -far,’on his 
close. ties. with Russta. And even 
in his quarrel with Traq,. he. has 
found it expedient to. accuse 
Kassem of pro-British leanings, to 
blame. Britain for Kassem’s mis- 
deeds, and to incite the Iraqis to 
press for greater hostility towards 
Great Britain. Furthermore, 
Nasser: is openly. flouting © his 


obligations. to the U.N. by closing 


the Suez Canal to the passage ol 
Israeli «shipping and. cargoes, in 
such a way as to arouse fears that. 
he will use similar. pressure .on 
other Maritime Powers: when ‘he - 
sees fit.

THe ‘Renault Company's. decision 
LO terminate its. contract: with an 
dsraeli firm: is the first spectacular 
victory. the..Arab~ League's.

general jt is true to say that in 
spite of the boycott Israel has been 
able to buy whatever she could 
allord, and to sell whatever she had 
worth selling; she will certainly 
not go short of motor cars. The 
Arab League will undoubtedly 
exaggerate the success of the. boy- 
cott_ for it badly needs to. show. 
some tangible achievement: Israel 
has survived all threats of a second 
round (indeed Egypt had to call 
on the U.N. to extricate her from 
it), the Arab States are split into 
hostile groups which do not stop 
short at violent recriminations but 
engage in- military. threats and 
assassinations. One should not do 
them the service of inflating the 
matter beyond its real. importance.

He 
an ordinary tourist. who came 
to see the country, nor is he a business 
man who came to establish (tie) com- 
mercial ties. The object of his visit 
is entirely different. 

Dr. Abraham Kotzui, aged sixty, 
decided to convert to Judaism and to 
take upon himself the Jewish faith. And 
for this (purpose) he came to: Israel. 

Dr. Kotzui began to interest himself 
in the Jewish religion at the age of 
thirteen, after he had by chance received 
a used (copy of the) Bible. He studied 
Hebrew in Tokyo, and later travelled 
to the United States and there studied 
Semitic studies. At the end of his studies 
his teacher gave him the name Abraham. 
After his return to his native land, in 
the year 1932, Dr. Kotzui opened a 
prions school for Semitic studies. 

PP ago he heard of the exis- 
Rao of the “ Association for Converts 
to Judaism” in Israel. He immediately 
got in touch with it, and during the 


past two years he maintained close con- 
tact by letter with the heads of the 
Association. 


Now Dr. Kotzui is preparing to return 
to his native island, and he firmly 
believes that many of his countrymen 
will follow in his footsteps.
